BANK DEPOSITS GROW 


Industrial Districts, Pacific 


Coast and Southwest 
Show Most Prosperity 


WASHINGTON. Jan. IS—Speculation 


is on the vxane. extravagance is de- 
creasing, and people are saving more 
money. Comptroller of the Currency 
Williams announced today, summar- 
izing the condition of 
all national 


banks. Big increases in deposits all 
over the country, notably in the indus- 
trial districts featured the comptrol- 
ler's review. The banking position is 
st«-ong and well fortified. Williams as- 
serted. 


Money deposited in national banks 


increased $1.661,000,000 in 20 months, 
between March 4. 1919 and November 
15, 1920. This was a jump of 11 per 
cent. 
Exclusive of government 
de- 


posits the total deposits in national 
banks at this time. Mr. Williams said, 
are within 3^ per cent of the maxi- 
mum deposits shown by the call for 
condition of banks made on Decem- 
ber 31, 191S. when the highest figure 
was reached. 


Most conspicuous increases in de- 


posits were noted in the great indus- 
trial districts of the east, on the Pa- 
cific coast and in the southwestern 
districts. Resources 01 banks amount- 
ed to $22.081.913.000. an increase of 
$196.433,000 since September 8. To- 
tal deposits were §15.061.702.000 an 
increase o£ $295.746.000 since the last 
call.
